Unique Syndication 
Plan for Honeyway 


LonDOoN, August 19 

HE most interesting event of the past week 

is the circulation of the prospectus governing 
the proposed syndication of Lord Milford’s good 
horse, Honeyway. Honeyway, now five years old, 
isa son of Fairway and Honey Buzzard, by Papy- 
rus. He won two races in his first season, two in 
his second, four in his third and now, at five, has 
won four more. This makes a total of 12 races 
out of 24 starts. He is without question the cham- 
pion sprinter, but perhaps his greatest triumph 
was in winning the Victoria Cup at 7 furlongs at 
Hurst Park in the spring. In this race he car- 
ried the top weight of 133 pounds in a field of 17 
and won comfortably by two lengths. 

He is to be syndicated at £72,000. Forty shares 
are to be offered at £1,800 each, bookings to be 
limited to 30 mares in his first season and 40 
thereafter. Each subscriber is of course entitled 
to send one mare to him per season, except for 
the first season. He is to stand at Dalham Hall, 
Gazeley, near Newmarket. The purchase will not 
be completed until the end of the present racing 
season and is subject to a report by two veter- 
inary surgeons.

Honeyway was examined recently and the vet- 
erinary surgeons expressed the view that they 
see no reason why the horse should not prove to 
be of normal fertility. Lord Milford, the vendor, 
undertakes to repurchase any share in the syn- 
dicate from the original purchaser for £1,200, if 
requested to do so on or before June 30, 1948. The 
point about this is that, if the horse turns out to 
be infertile, the vendor either keeps the £72,000 
or keeps the difference between £1,800 and £1,200 
a share; that is to say, even if all 40 shares are 
returned, he still makes £600 per share. 


Score or More St. Leger Starters 


HE St. Leger, last of the five classics, is to be 
decided at Doncaster on September 11. Wheth- 
er it is to be a good race or a bad race remains 
to be seen but, for Yorkshiremen especially, the 
occasion will be a red-letter day in their calendar. 
We managed, as you may remember, to run our 
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Guineas, our 
most of our big races, at Newmarket during the 


Derbies and Oaks, and in fact 
war. The St. Leger, which by many is regarded 
as being the most important of all the classics— 
and, after all, it is the senior of them all—has had 
a hole-and-corner existence ever since it was 
beaten a short head by Hitler in 1939. It was 
run at Thirsk (Yorks) in 1940, at Manchester 
(Lanes) in 1941, at Newmarket in 1942, ’43 and 
*44, and at York in 1945. So its return to its na- 
tive Town Moor next month is an event which 
no true Yorkshireman will care to miss. 

The race closed on December 12, 1944, with 261 
entries. The war was going pretty well then, 
atlhough I think that, just about that time, the 
U. S. First Army was having a spot of bother 
in the Ardennes and we here were really worried 
about the rocket bombs. In the circumstances I 
think we may take a little pride in the fact that 
the owners of 261 yearlings anted up with their 
10 sovereigns apiece, all confident that there 
would be a real St. Leger two years later. 

One of the optimists, fortunately, was Mr. Fer- 
guson, the owner of Airborne. He at least is one 
of the score or so of sportsmen who will fork out 
the extra £90 for the privilege of seeing his colt 
in action. In passing, sorry though I am that he 
cannot accept the invitation to run at Belmont 
Park in October, I feel that perhaps we have a 
little way to go yet before we can bring off inter- 
national races of the high order which Mr. Wide- 
ner so kindly proposed. A trainer, discussing the 
subject with me recently, said that it was not so 
much the difficulty of transport that militated 
against the success of such events as the diffi- 
culties of fixing dates. 


Next Year, Perhaps 


UR calendar, and yours still more so, is so ar- 
ranged that the intervals between races in 
which the best 3-year-olds must run are only just 
right; there are only a few spare weeks between 
races in which the horses can be rested, if neces- 
sary given physic and worked up again. The 
career of a 4-year-old, by contrast, may be plan- 
ned on much more elastic lines. With us, for ex- 
ample, the months following the Ascot Gold Cup 
in June provide opportunities in plenty, but chief- 
ly events which can be selected according to taste. 
The trainer of a good 4-year-old knows for sure 
after Ascot whether his horse stays or not; the 
trainer of the 3-year-old may still be only guess- 
ing. Besides, he can ask more of a fully grown 
horse than he can of a second-season colt or filly. 
In other words, I think that Mr. Ferguson has 
been wise in suggesting that he might be pleased 
to have a crack at Assault and Company next 
year. Maybe it would suit your horses, too. It 
would be a grand thing if it could be brought off. 
As far as the coming St. Leger is concerned, 
there is little in the present situation which will 
interest you. The Derby winner, Airborne, con- 
tinues to do well in his preparation and his price 
is now firm at 5-to-2 against. He is to have a 
race this week, just to satisfy his trainer that he 
isn’t rusty, and that will be his last outing be- 
fore the big event.

It is not the fault of executives, as I have ex- 
plained more than once. The fact, however, is 
being borne upon most of them that, as soon as 
rebuilding and re-equipping becomes possible, 
they will have to pull their socks up. The open- 
ing of the football season provides an attraction 
which they must compete with from now on—and 
football is a cheap game to watch. Providing the 
lesson is learned, namely that the public will not 
be satisfied with second-rate sport, indifferent ac- 
commodation and expensive turnstiles, the criti- 
cisms which backward executives are getting will 
have done a lot of good. 


Prices Going Up 


LONDON, August 12 

UDGING by the way that yearlings have been 

selling in Dublin, it is likely that high and 
still higher prices will rule at the Newmarket 
Yearling Sales (taking the place of the Doncas- 
ter Sales) on the 4th and 5th of next month. 
Quite apart from our own breeders, a consider- 
able number of the big Irish breeders will be 
selling over here, many of them having kept their 
best yearlings for the English market. 

The average which will emerge from the sale 
of approximately 300 lots to be offered is unpre- 
dictable. All that may safely be ventured is that 
the market will be a strong one; there is still a 
big demand for the best type of yearlings. Last 
year’s average for the 340 lots of offered was 
1,680 guineas. This was helped, as you may re- 
member, by the 28,000 guineas paid for the 
brother to Dante, now a winner and rejoicing 
under the name of Savarijao.

Sledmere, offers 5 colts and a filly. One of the 
colts, by Fair Trial, is out of Trustful (1924), 
As she is the dam of 12 winners, however, and 
the grandam of many more, her son is almost cer- 
tain to be greatly sought after. Among the young. 
er sires used are Big Game, Owen Tudor and 
Watling Street—all war-time classic winners. 
The Fair Trial—Trustful colt and a colt by 
Nearco out of Eleanor Cross, by Hyperion, are 
their best-bred pair. 

Worksop Manor has an important draft, and 
from all accounts there are some good ones in it, 
The chestnut colt by Watling Street out of Polish 
Star, a young mare by Mr. Jinks is reported to 
be a good one. There is also a fine looking Blue 
Peter colt (out of Gold Apple, from a very good 
family) that will attract a good deal of atten- 
tion. Buyers will also be on the lookout for the 
colt by the war time Derby winner, Straight Deal, 
out of Blue Lotus, a half-sister to *Blenheim II. 

The Sezincote Stud, which made its name by 
breeding staying stock, is fortunate in having 
one of the few Precipitations in the sale. This 
is a chestnut colt out of the mare Chicatita, bred 
by the late John Hirst from the family which 
produced the Gold Cup winner, Tiberius and 
others of the “Emperor” dynasty. It is pointed 
out that the yearling is bred on similar lines to 
this year’s Derby winner, Airborne. The draft 
includes two fillies by Stardust, who was bred at 
the National Stud and who is getting very nice 
winners. 

The celebrated Eaton Stud, now under the en- 
ergetic management of the Duke of Westmin- 
ster’s son-in-law, Major Vernon, is very proud of 
its Watling Street colt, out of Simnel, the dam 
of the war-time Guineas winner, Lambert Simnel. 
There is also a charming filly by Fairway out of 
Windfall, by Windsor Lad, and a Blue Peter colt 
out of Home Security, a daughter of Simnel. I 
saw these yearlings in the spring, and they were 
very promising then. 

Burton Agnes Stud has a brace of yearlings 
by Watling Street. One is out of Nicolette, by 
Tamar; the other is out of an oldish mare, Bon 
Mot, a winner and dam of four winners; the 
next dam, Happy Climax, bred the brilliant Pan- 
orama, now one of the best sprinting sires at 
stud. You may notice my emphasis on Watling 
Street, who has not been very successful in his 
first season but who, from all accounts, is getting 
very promising stock this year. 

Biddlesden Park Stud has two especially well 
bred yearlings, and perhaps three; the third is 
by Epigram out of Lexia, whose breeding, deep 
back, is as good as can be. Buyers however may 
plump for the chestnut colt by Precipitation out 
of Phalaris Girl, a daughter of Phalaris. Phal- 
aris Girl was not a particularly good race mare, 
but I imagine that anything by Precipitation 
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which passes muster will sell. The Fair Trial 
filly out of Charlotte Bronte comes from a fam- 
ily which I personally do not care about, but it 
has produced some very fast horses, and Fair 
Trial fillies are not easily come by. 


The Irish Contingent 


HE Irish studs, as usual, have a very big rep- 

resentation, and assuming that the cream of 
the yearlings are being sent here instead of being 
sold in Dublin, there must be some very smart 
ones among them. The Kildangan Stud, for ex- 
ample, advertises some very tempting wares. In 
its draft of 3 colts and 3 fillies there is a Bois 
Roussel, a Stardust and an Owen Tudor. The 
Bois Roussel, a colt out of Ivy Grey, may in- 
terest you inasmuch as his half-brother, Join 
Up, won in U. S. A. last season and in 1944, The 
Owen Tudor filly out of Bow Bell (best 2-year-old 
of her year in Ireland) traces to the good mare, 
Stella. The Stardust filly out of Quay Hill comes 
of a family which, I had almost written, has pro- 
duced innumerable winners in Ireland. 

Collinstown (Messrs. Mitchell) lists ten. Most 
of them look very well on paper and every one 
of them comes from winning families, though not 
necessarily from families which have produced 
classic winners over here. An exception is the 
bay filly by Mieuxcé out of Careless Kate. Care- 
less Kate is a young mare, the daughter of Cor- 
rea, by Coronach—Ranai. Ranai, as you may 
know, is one of Lord Derby’s best broodmares; 
she has bred the classic winners Watling Street 
and Garden Path, and eight other winners, in- 
cluding Correa. Then there is a chestnut filly by 
Stardust out of Moll Flagon; this, too, is a good 
family, tracing to Miranda. A colt by Epigram 
out of Tonsil is a great-granddaughter of Flash 
of Steel, who bred the National Stud matron, 
Sword Play, the dam of your Challenger. Col- 
linstown has used nine different sires for the ten 
mares concerned. 

Mr. Ernest Bellany has spent a small fortune 
on subscriptions alone for the six yearlings which 
he is offering. They are by Hyperion, Fairway, 
Nearco, Big Game, Stardust and Gold Bridge. 
If, as individuals, they are as good looking as 
they are well bred, he should have a great sale. 
The chestnut colt by Hyperion-Silver Birch is of 
interest to you because of Evaporate, a half-sister 
to the yearling, who has won in U. S. A. The 
Stardust—Rhodean filly is of the same family, 
Rhodean being a daughter of *Rhodes Scholar 
and Silver Birch. The Fairway filly out of 
Thoughtless is a granddaughter of Virgin’s Folly, 
who bred Last Chance; this is the Canterbury 
Pilgrim family. Finally, the bay filly by Big 
Game is out of the American-bred Merry Vixen 
(1927) by *Sir Gallahad III out of *Medora II 
by Rabelais out of Mediant.

] AM afraid I have only mentioned a very small 
“ proportion of the 300 odd lots which are com- 
ing up, but they may give you an idea of how 
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our breeders are thinking and how they are using 
the stallions at present available to them. I 
would have liked to mention several more, by 
breeders, many of whose names will be known to 
you. But, if I mentioned 299 out of 300, I might 
still miss some yearling who in the ring will fetch 
a fantastic price. If it is true that blood isn’t 
everything, it is equally true that breeding isn’t 
either. I have even been told that there are 
some yearlings whose prices are pushed up, by 
some mysterious process, to figures which they 
are not really worth. The only thing I have not 
heard of, as yet, is of a breeder rushing up to a 
simple minded buyer, tears streaming down his 
cheeks, and crying: “Sir, I beg you, bid no more. 
He isn’t worth it.” and even if I saw such a sight 
with my own eyes, I would still think that there 
was a catch in it, somewhere.

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Edward Riley Bradley 


E was a strange, sweet man in whose para- 

doxes the American Turf can make out the 
reflection of its own better nature, and learn, per- 
haps, the lessons of its future. 

As there will be no more like him, the mold 
having disappeared with the times which pro- 
duced him, it would be profitable for us to con- 
sider carefully the man and his influence. 

He was a combination of cold mathematics and 
groundless superstition, of gambling and godli- 
ness, inscrutable as night and plain as sunshine. 
He figured the odds and waited for the blessing 
of luck. He was always coldly calculating, and 
yet he earned the affections of people more com- 
pletely than any man of the Turf in his time. 

He operated a gaming house from which he 
made millions, in a state and country where gam- 
ing is definitely against the law. Yet the priest 
who delivered the eulogy at his funeral called 
him “this saintly man” and remarked upon his 
“unswerving belief in the efficacy of prayer.” 

He had few close friends, and at times was even 
cynical of friendship. Yet he gained such a place 
in the hearts of people who knew him only cas- 
ually, or only by reputation, as was held by no 
contemporary. (The day he died we stopped to 
see if the proprietor of a Lexington store had 
heard the news. His rejoinder was positive: “He 
was the best man in Kentucky. I don’t bar any.’’) 


To the people who looked upon Colonel Bradley 
as an extraordinarily good man and a great 
sportsman there was nothing paradoxical in all 
this. He did not appear dishonored by his ac- 
knowledged profession as a gambler. Rather he 
honored gambling as no one before him had done. 

The characteristics which accounted for his 
reputation were mainly the plain and simple vir- 
tues which make a man acceptable in any field, 
honesty, forthrightness, kindness, generosity, and 
a lively appreciation of the interests of others. 
These virtues took forms peculiar to the field in 
which he operated. He discouraged excessive 
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gambling and took forcible means, if necessary, 
to prevent his Beach Club guests from going fur- 
ther than they could afford to go—and he made 
it a point to know how much they could afford to 
lose. A good loser himself, he quickly marked 
poor losers off his list. 

In racing he distinguished himself through the 
victories of the horses he bred and raced. But to 
an even greater degree he was distinguished by 
his sportsmanship in defeat. He scrupulously 
avoided the practice of putting blame on some- 
body else. As far as he was concerned, the judges 
were always right. 

There was no duplicity in him. 
gambler. He stood his ground. 


He was a 


The death of Edward Riley Bradley comes at 
a time when bookmakers and professional gam- 
blers are finding it increasingly difficult to get 
stalls for their horses—as long as they race under 
their own names. They are being encouraged, 
actually though not deliberately, to cover their 
ownership of horses with the names of others. 
This anxiety with regard to association with 
gamblers may be symptomatic. 

Colonel Bradley’s death, moreover, comes at a 
time when the solid men of racing, almost with 
one accord, are deploring the publication of 
wagering totals at the race tracks, because, they 
say, these totals will give people a bad impression 
of racing. These totals left unpublished will give 
men a much worse impression, for unless freely 
given they will constitute evidence of a conviction 
held in some places that people are being allowed 
to gamble beyond their means, and evidence that 
racing would rather disclaim its gambling back- 
ground. 

Racing operates within the law. It depends 
upon gambling. Let the fact be faced. Let it be 
understood that gambling becomes an evil, for a 
community as well as for a man, when there is 
too much of it. Let racing look diligently for the 
means of achieving moderation. Let it consider 
the forthrightness and the high reputation of 
Edward Riley Bradley.

A Change of Taste 


IP No. 552 in the catalogue at Saratoga on 

the evening of Friday, August 19, 1927, was 
a bay colt, imported in utero, by Hurry On out of 
*Fatima II, by Radium. He brought $70,000, 
then a record price for a yearling sold by auction 
in North America. (There may have been a few 
disrespectful persons who thought this was not 
an auction sale, but an act of levitation.) 

Maybe some of the old-timers still have that 
catalogue. There were two full pages about this 
youngster’s ancestors. There was a little dab 
about Hurry On, which was unbeaten and had a 
whale of a record as a sire, with three Derby 
winners (Coronach, Call Boy, Captain Cuttle) to 
his credit, and some other classic winners. Then— 

“Imp. Fatima II,” it said, “is a daughter of 
Radium, winner Newmarket Biennial, Lowther, 

..” Skip all that. She was neither a winner 
nor the dam of a winner. She did all right, pro- 
duced some fair stakes winners later, but at the 
time she was just “by Radium.” 

The second dam, *Favilla, by Desmond, got 
four lines, one of them repeated for the second 
time, as a typographical error. She was a half- 
sister to *Under Fire and had produced three 
very modest winners in England. 

The third dam, Startling, by Laveno, had pro- 
duced some modest winners, none of which had 
earned enough to pay its training bills. But she 
was a half-sister to *Star Shoot, so hold your 
hats, boys, here we go! ... The sixth dam was a 
half-sister to Lady Masham, an unnamed mare 
by Young Melbourne and an unnamed mare by 
Teddington from whom descend half a page of 
very nice horses most of them long since dead 
and gone. Thence back to the Old Vinter mare. 
Thence back to Eohippus. 

It may have been that in the 1920’s the bidders 
didn’t read the catalogues, but only glanced at 
the amount of acreage the type covered, for this 
colt of very modest credentials brought $70,000 
and set a new American record for a yearling 
sold at auction. 

The next year they sold one for $75,000. He 
had pretty fair credentials, being by Whisk 
Broom II out of Payment, a mare with a bit of 
racing class, though she was quite in this world, 
and dam of two winners, including Spot Cash, a 
good handicapper. Payment was out of Sallie 
of Navarre, which had been a very good producer 
of horses with class. This was fine, but it 
wouldn’t have suggested $75,000, either in 1928 
or 1946. 

The same year, 1928, they sold a big homely- 
headed colt by Man o’ War out of *Starflight for 
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Reminders

$65,000. His dam was a sister to *North Star 
III. She had had seven foals to reach the races, 
and none of them was distinguished. (I am citing 
only the probabilities as they appeared in August, 
1928. *Starflight’s next next foal was Insco, by 
*Sir Gallahad III; he was a very good buy at 
$22,000.) 

It was selections of this sort which made it ap- 
pear that high-priced yearlings were under a 
jinx. The style has changed. The high-priced 
yearlings of today are horses with better creden- 
tials. Pericles at $66,000 in 1943 was not so 
very far out of line with probabilities. His dam 
had produced four high-class horses ahead of him, 
one of them an outstanding colt, Sky Larking, 
another a very good filly, Little Risk. (Immedi- 
ately after Pericles came Beaugay, best 2-year- 
old filly of 1945.) 

The $65,000 colt which topped this year’s sales 
has possibilities about as high as those of Peri- 
cles at the time of his sale. *Mahmoud “hits” 
oftener than *Blenheim II, though none of his 
get has yet touched the extremes of class which 
the offspring of *Blenheim II have reached on 
several occasions. Gala Belle has had two previ- 
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ous foals, both stakes winners, one of them, Re- 
yoked, being very nearly the best of his year. 

In recent years the buyers of yearlings have 
been demanding credentials of this sort more than 
they used to do. As a result the supposed jinx 
against high-priced yearlings is disappearing. 
Buyers are better pickers than they used to be, 
and sellers are better equipped to deliver goods 
worth the money to a discriminating market. 


One Solved, One Mystery Left 


HERE were two yearlings in this year’s crop 

which had me puzzled. One was the chestnut 
colt by *Quatre Bras II out of Merry Gesture, 
sold by Mrs. George H. Ballou and Edward 
Devereux at Saratoga. The other was a chestnut 
filly by *Sir Gallahad III out of Dead Reckoning, 
by Man o’ War, bred by Dr. Eslie Asbury at 
Forest Retreat Farm, Carlisle, Ky. 

According to the normal operation of coat color 
heredity, neither of these yearlings had any busi- 
ness being a chestnut. Neither *Quatre Bras II 
nor his full brother *Sir Gallahad III had ever 
sired a chestnut, and it was pretty well assured 
mathematically that both were pure dominants, 
incapable of having chestnut offspring. 

In his notes from Saratoga on the yearling 
auctions Alex Bower reported to the office that 
the *Quatre Bras I]—Merry Gesture colt ‘“ac- 
tually is a light bay. The registration certificate 
has been corrected.” That cleared up one mys- 
tery. 

The other is still with us, and probably will re- 
main. I have seen this daughter of *Sir Galla- 
had III several times, and there is no question 
that she is a chestnut. In the records at Clai- 
borne Farm and in the recollection of the groom 
who took Dead Reckoning there to be bred (she

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“caught” the first time), there is no question that 
her filly is by *Sir Gallahad III. 

At the stage of life which this great sire had 
reached by the time he got this filly, I would have 
estimated that the odds against his siring a 
chestnut would have been about a trillion or a 
quadrillion to one, without trying to be too pre- 
cise about it. But here is one, according to the 
record. Presumably she would have been sold in 
the sales at Keeneland this year but for the fact 
that Dr. Asbury couldn’t afford to take time talk- 
ing the phenomenon over with everybody who 
would have wanted to know about it. The filly 
is still at Forest Retreat, a big, strapping, power- 
ful youngster. 

I don’t know what the geneticists will say. But 
the chances are that some good patriot will ex- 
plain that Man o’ War is dominant over *Sir 
Gallahad ITI. 
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BRADLEY ESTATE 


LTHOUGH the executors of the estate of the 

late Col. Edward Riley Bradley had not been 
officially empowered to dispose of Idle Hour Stock 
Farm and the Bradley Thoroughbreds at the 
time THE BLoop-HoRSE went to press, the neces- 
sary court authorization was expected to be forth- 
coming within the week, it was stated by a per- 
son conversant with affairs of the estate. As 
soon as it is received, the farm and horses will be 
disposed of as a whole, or plans will be made to 
offer them at auction this fall. It was reliably 
reported that one or more persons were serious!y 
interested in buying the entire establishment, in- 
cluding lands and horses. 

Under terms of the will filed at West Palm 
Beach, Fla., on August 24, John Roger Bradley, 
brother to Colonel Bradley, and C. Barry Shan- 
non, for many years manager of the Bradley fi- 
nancial affairs, were named executors. The will 
was dated December 9, 1942. 

Total value of the estate left by Colonel Brad- 
ley, who died at Idle Hour Farm, Lexington, on 
August 15, was estimated at $7,300,000. Specific 
bequests were made ranging from $500 to $25,000, 
and the remainder of the estate was to be divided 
into 24 parts. John R. Bradley was to receive 11 
shares, plus two additional shares to be distrib- 
uted in accordance with a memorandum. It was 
understood that the two shares were to be used 
for special church, charitable, and educational 
purposes.

The 11 additional shares were to be held in 
trust for Mrs. Catherine B. Bailey, of Philadel- 
phia, a sister; Louise Scanlon, of Washington, a 
niece; Margaret Bradley Bailey Speno, of Palm 
Beach, another niece; and Peter Bradley, de- 
ceased, a brother. 

A $10,000 trust fund was set up for William 
Hurley, for many years trainer of the Bradley 
horses, and each of the present employees of the 
racing stable was to receive $500. Additional 
bequests included Mr. Shannon, $10,000, and 
Thomas S. Bohne, Colonel Bradley’s personal sec- 
retary, $5,000. 

Lakefront property at Palm Beach, owned 
jointly by Colonel Bradley and John R. Bradley, 
is to be used by the brother during his lifetime. 
Afterward E. R. Bradley’s share is to go to the 
City of Palm Beach for use as a public park. The 
famous Beach Club is to be razed, but the Brad- 
ley residence is to be used by the city for public 
or charitable purposes.

Dustwhirl Dies 


HE Calumet Farm broodmares were taken 

into the barn about 8:30 o’clock on the morn- 
ing of August 23, after having spent the night 
in the fields. They received their customary feed- 
ing, and the routine seemed to be going normally 
when one of them began acting distressed, as if 
suffering from colic. It was Dustwhirl, dam of 
Whirlaway and others which had earned $655,089 
through 1945, a world record. 

Manager Paul Ebelhardt of the farm sum- 
moned Dr. A. H. Davidson, who did what he 
could to relieve the mare’s pain. At 4:30 o’clock 
the following morning she died, and a post-mor- 
tem disclosed that she had a ruptured intestine. 

Dustwhirl, foaled in 1920, was by Sweep—Or- 
monda, by Superman. Ormonda also was dam of 
the stakes winners Osmand and Brevity and of 
the producers Golden Melody (dam of King Cole 
and National Anthem), Miss Brief (dam of Ca- 
ble), and others. Dustwhirl was bred by the 
late Joseph E. Widener at his Elmendorf Farm, 
Lexington, and like many other mares he desired 
to retain for breeding, was not raced. In 19338 
he sold her to A. B. Hancock, who in turn sold her 
to Warren Wright in 1936 for a reported $10,000. 

At that time she had produced the stakes win- 
ners Feudal Lord and Reaping Reward, and in 
1938, to the cover of *Blenheim II, she foaled 
Whirlaway, destined to win 32 races and to be 
unplaced only four times in 60 starts. His earn- 
ings of $561,161 made him the all-time money- 
winning horse of the world. 

At Mr. Wright’s Calumet Farm are Whirlaway, 
now in the stud; his full sister, Whirlette, which 
is in foal to Bull Lea; his yearling full sister, 
named Whirl Right; and his weanling half-broth- 
er by Bull Lea. Dustwhirl’s descendants also in- 
clude Panoramic, owned by Louis B. Mayer, and 
dam of Honeymoon, one of the leading 3-year- 
old fillies of the year, and Lost Horizon, owned by 
Mr. Hancock and dam of the stakes-winning filly 
Whirlabout, now also the property of Mr. Mayer. 

Dustwhirl has been buried near the foaling 
barn at the farm, and a marker is to be placed on 
her grave. The summary of her stud record:

Drayton Bureau 
Reaches the Foothills 


Upward Climb Begins 


IKE a man striding toward a mountain, Spen- 

cer Drayton has found the objectives of his 
Thoroughbred Racing Protective Bureau looming 
larger as distance diminishes. Drayton actually 
has just approached the foothills, so far as his 
principal goals are concerned, but in the seven 
months or so since the bureau was organized he 
has become acquainted with the terrain, knows 
what he has to have and what he has to do to 
handle the job. 

During the Saratoga yearling sales he reviewed 
the “relatively successful” progress made by his 
organization and discussed his major problems: 
stimulation, identification, fire prevention. 

In assembling the personnel for the T. R. P. B., 
he has gone slowly, preferring to wait for the 
men he wants rather than accept someone not 
thoroughly qualified, but he has succeeded in 
obtaining enough former F. B. I. agents ranging 
between 28 and 40 years old and averaging 51% 
years’ experience, to set up the nucleus of his 
force. This core of skilled professional investi- 
gators is to be supplemented with men who are 
informed about racing from having made it their 
life work, and who will assist the operatives from 
the F. B. I. Of course these men also must have 
flawless backgrounds. 

Though his organization is financed by tracks 
belonging to Thoroughbred Racing Associations 
of the U. S., Inc., Drayton thinks his job also car- 
ries a responsibility to the public that supports 
the Turf. With this in view he says: “It isn’t 
sufficient merely to investigate offenses such as 
stimulation and ringing after they occur—we 
must try to prevent them.” 

The most inherently difficult of his jobs is the 
prevention of stimulation. “What we would like 
to do is to devise a program of pre-race tests, 
using a spectroscope, for example. We also would 
like to bring about the adoption of uniform meth- 
ods of making the tests in various states. Many 
of them differ in their procedures. A _ reliable, 
standardized test not only would facilitate the 
detection of drugged horses, but it also would 
strengthen our chances of obtaining court con- 
victions. As it now stands, defense lawyers can 
object to evidence submitted in one state because 
it was obtained through different methods than 
are employed in another state. They could try 
to imply that a lack of agreement in methods 
means a lack of knowledge on the part of the 
chemists and laboratory workers involved, and 
they could try to cast doubt on the validity of 
laboratory findings. They also could try to be- 
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cloud the issue by pointing out that while a saliva 
test is acceptable in one state, a urinalysis is 
considered more competent in another. A stand- 
ardization of methods and practices would be 
beneficial to racing, and would help simplify its 
problems,” Drayton explains. “It also would 
permit research work to be better directed. 

“To state it plainly, our aim is to make things 
so tough for wrong-doers that they will be dis- 
couraged. We want them to realize that they 
will be ruled off and lose their livelihood if they 
engage in illicit practices.” 

Greater uniformity in civil law also would 
assist the T. R. P. B., the former G-man declared. 
“In general, civil laws are sufficiently broad for 
us to prosecute under criminal and fraud statutes 
any men involved in ringer cases, but in many In- 
stances the laws are not strong enough to deal 
sufficiently with those connected with stimula- 
tions. In states where such an offense is consid- 
ered a felony, adequate punishment is provided, 
but where it is considered to be only a misdemean- 
or, our work is more difficult. Many prosecutors 
hesitate to bring witnesses from long distances, 
as is necessary sometimes, in misdemeanor cases. 

Besides standardized laboratory procedures re- 
garding stimulation, uniform identification meth- 
ods are needed, Drayton asserts. “We need a 
simple means of identifying horses. Something 
that will be within reach of even the smallest 
tracks. This is a pretty big problem and Ed 
Coffey is hard at work on it. An easy identifica- 
tion method such as the lip-tatoo, used in comnec- 
tion with other identifying characteristics, would 
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be very helpful. It would be of assistance not 
only to the big tracks but also to some of the 
small ones not belonging to the T. R. A. After 
all, horses move around quite a bit and a horse 
that races today at a minor course may show up 
tomorrow at a T. R. A. track.” 

Some of the bureau’s most successful work to 
date has been in connection with ringers, though 
the T. R. P. B.’s connection with one or two of 
these cases and with other developments has not 
always been acknowledged by newspapers and 
racing publications, possibly because Drayton and 
the personnel recruited from the F. B. I. have 
not been headline conscious and are not adept at 
getting publicity, preferring in some instances 
to let others get the credit. 

The fire-prevention aspect of the work devolved 
on the Drayton bureau because its operatives 
were thoroughly schooled in work along this line 
by the Federal government during the war. Be- 
eause of shortages of construction materials and 
because of the heavy investments in plant now 
earried by many long-established race tracks, 
revolutionary rebuilding in the stable areas is not 
to be anticipated, but the bureau definitely is 
working toward the elimination of fire hazards. 

Regarding those who stimulate horses and prac- 
tice substitution, Drayton acknowledges that 
some of them are very resourceful. “It is only 
reasonable to expect them to be,” he said, “but 
they are only a small minority of the people in 
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racing. The others are being very cooperative, 
and have shown every willingness to help us.”

Of the mares bred to *Boswell, 21 have 
been pronounced in foal, 12 others are believed 
almost certainly in foal, and the others had not 
progressed enough for examination. Chop Chop 
was bred to 12 mares, 11 of which are in foal. 

Frank R. Conklin, owner of Midway Farm, at 
Brantford, Ontario, has eight mares in foal to 
“Boswell and four to Chop Chop. Mr. Conklin 
is a leading outdoor showman and named his farm 
for the midway of his exposition.

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Leading Horses, Sires 
the Season 


Este Wins Premio Bimbi 


RoME, July 10 

HE Rome meeting ended July 7 and part of 

the horses have moved up to Leghorn, where 
racing was resumed after a long war-time inter- 
ruption. These races in Leghorn, however, are 
for second-class performers and don’t amount to 
much from a classical standpoint, the classic 
spring season having been officially closed with 
the Gran Premio di Milano, about which we told 
you in our latest report. 

On the San Siro track, two more races of some 
account took place on June 30 and July 7, the 
first being the Premio Bimbi (which means 
“Children Stakes”) for 2-year-olds, at five fur- 
longs, and the second the Premio d’Estate, estab- 
lished in 1937, for 3-year-olds and up, at 1% 
miles, whose aim is of giving a chance to horses 
of good class who haven’t been lucky enough 
to win a classic or a big weight-for-age race dur- 
ing the season. After a few more days at San 
Siro, Milan also will close its track, sending the 
bunch of handicap and selling-race horses to 
Varese for a summer meeting which will last un- 
til the first week of September. After that both 
Milan and Rome will reopen for the autumn sea- 
son, with the St. Leger and other important 
events. 

Turin also is planning to have some races, 
while a projected autumn program in Florence 
has not been authorized by the government, for 
the chief reason that the number of horses in 
training is not sufficient for so many meetings 
at atime. Of the other important racing centers 
in Italy, Pisa (the largest winter training center)

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will probably resume activity, after a wartime 
close-up, in January, 1947. Merano, the beauti- 
ful steeplechase track built in 1935, and well 
known all over Europe as the place of the “mil- 
lion’s race”—an international steeplechase com- 
bined with a national sweepstake—is still very 
far from thinking of races. 

The Premio Bimbi did not show very much on 
the side of 2-year-old colts and fillies. The win- 
ner was Este, a bay colt by Moroni out of Elide, 
by Michelangelo (inbred to the great Italian 
mare Fausta), who won a close fight in the last 
two furlongs by taking a neck decision from 
Duccio (Bellini out of Donatella, by *Mahmoud 
out of Delleana, by Clarissimus) who should be 
one of the best of his age in the stable of Mr. 
Tesio. 

Duccio was beaten for the second time in two 
starts, but we are reminded that the get of Bel- 
lini are not generally precocious, and Duccio 
might be a lot better in September or October. 

For the Italian Turf, this colt is carrying along 
with him a great responsibility, being the de- 
scendant of a branch of the Pretty Polly family, 
which has been illustrious at home and abroad 
with such horses as Delleana and Donatello II, 
His dam, Donatella, won classic races as a 2-year- 
old, and at three was retired to the stud. She is 
one of the most fascinating fillies I have ever 
seen in training, her vivid chestnut mane being 
the quality mark of the family. Duccio is a bay, 
taking this colour from Bellini, whose get has 
quality but is not admirable from a structurel 
point of view. 

Bellini was not himself what is commonly 
called a “nice-looking horse;” his action was that 
of the bulldog, and he had very large quarters 
as compared to his height. Bellini was able to 
win classics in Italy and Germany because of his 
athletic qualities, and was able to enter the stud 
as the only son of Cavaliere d’Arpino fully en- 
titled to it on the basis of his racing career. We 
are afraid, therefore, that a good part of his pro- 
duce, which receive from him his structure but 
not his outstanding quality, will have to be 
trained with the utmost care, if they are ever to 
come out as valuable racing horses. 

Winner of the Premio d’Estate in Milan was 
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Gladiolo, the 3-year- 
old champion of Italy,

the 3-year-old chestnut colt Eccelso, also by 
Moroni (out of Excelsa, English-bred chestnut 
mare by Lemberg out of Excelent, by William the 
Third out of Excellence, by Gallinule), who is 
emerging as one of the stallions whose yzet will 
have a share in future years. Moroni is, to- 
gether with Vezzano, Sirte, Zuccarello and Ma- 
cherio, the direct heir to Ortello, whose individuai 
prominence over Italian sires is rapidly declining 
with age (he js now 20). 

First half of 1946 presents a list of ten winners 
of the 14 great races (classics and weight-for- 
age). Gladiolo leads with four victories in the 
Parioli, Derby, Premio d’Italia and Gran Premio 
di Milano. Grifone is second luckiest horse with 
wins in the Omnium (Rome) and the Amedeo 
(Turin). Then follow Odola (Regina Elena, at 
Rome), Zanlupo (Filiberto, at Milan), Piavola 
(Oaks, at Milan), Traghetto (Ambrosiano, at 
Milan), Fante (Olona, at Milan), Eccelso (Es- 
tate, at Milan), Neruccio (Gran Premio Napoli, 
run this year in Rome instead of Naples, whose 
track is still out of use), and Este (Bimbi, at 
Milan).

Breeding Stock Has Declined 


WAS checking recently on a list of sires now 

at stud in this country, and I got the following 
figures, referring to the present situation of any 
single male bloodline represented in Italy: 
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Tracery, bad; Melton, bad; *Teddy, excellent; 
Orby, zero; Colorado, zero; Manna, zero; Fair- 
way, zero; Pharos, sufficient; others of the Pha- 
laris line than the four preceding, zero; Sardana- 


pale, zero; Spearmint, zero; Hermit, zero; 
Gainsborough, sufficient; Prunus, sufficient; Son- 
in-Law, zero; Gallinule, zero; Isinglass, zero; 
Speculum, zero; Galliard, zero; Florizel II, zero; 
Chaucer, zero; Persimmon, zero; St. Frusquin, 
zero; Desmond, zero; Rabelais, good; Dollar, 
zero; Le Sancy, zero; Hurry On, sufficient. 

Of course I have started from the considera- 
tion that a “sire” in the literal sense of the word 
is a horse that combines a fine pedigree with an 
unquestionable and excellent racing career. I 
have not considered as a sire a horse who has 
been sired by some Italian or British Derby win- 
ner and in his racing career has never been able 
to win anything better than handicaps. 

Still, this type of horse is at the stud today, 
and we understand that we must deal as soon as 
possible with this abnormal situation. The only 
way of correcting it seems that of buying good 
sires abroad, and good mares at the same time. 
This means money, and the racing and breeding 
industry in this country is at present out of 
money. The sense of regret afflicting breeders 
and horsemen grows even greater, if we consider 
that Italy has bred, in the past years, many of 
the best representatives of world-wide bloodlines: 
Nearco, by far the best Pharos; Donatello II, 
perhaps the best *Blenheim II; Apelle, by far the 
best Sardanapale; Sanzio, by far the best Papy- 
rus; Cranach, by far the best Cannobie; Niccol6 
dell’Area, by far the best Coronach; Orsenigo, 
by far the best Oleander; Ortello, perhaps the 
best *Teddy. 

These are not words, but plain facts. The U. 
N. I. R. E., which we have referred to in one of 
our previous reports as the supreme authority in 
racing—it being a branch of the Ministry of 
Agriculture, which should take care of the im- 
provements of all horse-breeds and is, on the con- 
trary, taking care of betting on race tracks—ap- 
pears to intend doing something about this. In 
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the meantime, some of the most enterprising of 
our breeders have already concluded fair con- 
tracts with French studs for the services of such 
sires as Tourbillon, Pharis, Ardan, etc., for the 
breeding season of 1947. 


Italian Nominees to French Races 


IVE Italian horses have been nominated for 

the Prix de l’Are de Triomphe, to be run Oc- 
tober 6 at Paris. Three were named by the Razza 
del Soldo, and two by the Scuderia Mantova. 
Traghetto and Fante, were named by the latter, 
while the Razza del Soldo has nominated Gladiolo, 
Torero, and Aristeo. Torero is a good 4-year-old 
who was among the three or four best colts of 
last year. He is by El Greco (Pharos) and Tol- 
booth (grandam of Traghetto), by Buchan out 
of Popingaol, by Dark Ronald out of Popinjay, 
which is a female line well known also in the 
United States. Aristeo is from a line well 
known also in the United States. Aristeo is a 3- 
year-old colt which has never been raced, being by 
Ortello out of Archidamia, by Manna out of 
Archippe, by Munibe out of Arianna, by Sig- 
norino. He was highly esteemed by his trainer, 
Federico Regoli, last winter in Pisa, where most 
of the racing stock of the Razza del Soldo was 
stationed. But Federico Regoli is a man who 
never hurries; he has got the direction of the 
largest Italian stable, and he can make his choice 
over an average of twenty or twenty-five new 
horses every year. 

Aristeo looked to be a very good horse, but pre- 
cocity was not his mark, so Federico Regoli let 
him stand aside and went on with Gladiolo for 
the classics. Now that the classic cycle has end- 
ed, he is returning to the care of the unraced colts 
and fillies, and we may be pretty sure that next 
autumn he will come out—as he generally does— 
with some surprise in the major events. 

The chances of Aristeo in the Grand Prix, ap- 
pear, however, of a secondary nature. It is al- 
most impossible, even for the best of the trainers, 
to bring up a horse to an international level with 
a few months of training and no serious experi- 
ence in races. As to Torero, he will be, in any 
case, the runner-up to Gladiolo and the distance 
of 1% miles should suit him perfectly. So far, 
we haven’t heard of any comment by the French 
Turf press about the prospective participation of 
our horses in their great race. The French per- 
haps think they can trust their excellent older 
horses, recently winners in England, and they are 
quite right about that. 


Italy Studies the Jersey Act 


HE Jersey Act issue, recently dealt with by 

THE BLoop-Horsg, is raising a good deal of 
interest among Turf experts in this country. Two 
racing papers in Milan are publishing a serial 
story of the Jersey Act. One is written by the 
author of these lines, the other is from the pen 
of our most distinguished Turf writer, Gastone 
degli Albizi, better known under the pen name of 
“Eclipse.” So far, neither one of us has at- 
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tempted to draw a conclusion from the happen- 
ings of the last years between England and the 
United States, which THE BLoop-HorsE has out- 
lined in interesting articles. But we will do 
this as soon as they finish explaining to the 
Italian public what it is all about. The proposal 
from South America, appearing in one of the late 
issues of THE BLoop-HorsE, of an international 
conference between stud book authorities, is re- 
garded not only as a gesture of good will, but, 
above all as the soundest possible step towards 
international cooperation and free exchange in 
the field of racing and breeding stock. 

Here in Italy, although we are closely related 
to the British and European system of racing, we 
believe that such a step would be a decisive turn 
in the history of the international Turf.

One of the unscheduled offerings at the sale 
of horses in training was a saddle used by Clar- 
ence Kummer when he was riding Man o’ War. 
It was bought by J. A. Litwin from Clarence Tur- 
ner for $200. 

An international tone was lent the sales by the 
presence of Comte Francois de Brignac (France), 
Horatio Luro (Argentina), Charley Lund (Den- 
mark and South America), and Lord Carnarvon 
(England). 

The alert-appearing brown colt by Whirlaway 
—Up The Hill, consigned by W. H. La Boyteaux’ 
Hop Creek Farms, was announced to have only 
80 per cent vision in his right eye, though he had 
full vision in his left. He went to R. A. Mason, 
of New York, for $11,000, lowest price of any of 
the Whirlaways sold by auction this year. 

Henry H. Knight hopes to have 40 yearlings 
in his Saratoga consignment next year, with a 
full night of his own. 

Ray Bell’s only yearling purchase was a bay 
colt by Sky Raider—Wise Cross, which he bought 
for $4,200 for George Brent, movie actor. This 
yearling was one of a group flown to California 
by American Air Express. Others which made 
the trip by air were four head bought by Mickey 
Harrison, and two consigned to J. B. McDonald, 
of San Francisco.

Victory March Wins 
Over 25 Fences 


MELBOURNE, August 14 

EN-YEAR-OLD Victory March, a son of 

Marchalong, which was imported to this coun- 
try many years ago, had an easy win in the Aus- 
tralian Steeplechase of £1,750 over 34 miles and 
29 fences at Caulfield on August 10 when the win- 
ter jumping season was brought to a highly suc- 
cessful close. 

Victory March was nearly down after jumping 
one fence as he collided with a horse which had 
fallen and was struggling to its feet. However, 
the veteran, which is as clever as a cat over the 
big obstacles, extricated himself from trouble and 
went on to win easily from Quixotic (by David) 
and Walladale (by Friarsdale). 

Victory March is a chestnut and has had a re- 
markably successful career as a hurdler and 
fencer, having won nearly £10,000 in stakes, a 
good effort for a jumper in Australia. Only seven 
of the 14 starters completed the long, gruelling 
journey. 

At one stage of the race Jocularity (by Cur- 
ialis) had a lead of more than 20 lengths but even- 
tually broke down when he had shot his bolt. 
During the second round he hit heavily at one 
fence and in regaining balance he brought his 
head up with a sudden jerk and struck the temple 
of his rider, Frank Dummett. Over the next 
two fences Dummett rode without irons and was 
almost out of it, but soon had command again of 
a difficult and dangerous situation. Every time 
I see a steeplechase I think of the hazards of 
cross-country riding but I suppose its dangers and 
thrills are the real reason so many young men 
are attracted to this side of racing. 

Night Guardian, from Tasmania, won his sec- 
ond race in Melbourne on August 10, winning 
even more impressively than he did on August 3. 
His owner refused 5,000 guineas for him after the 
race. 

Night Guardian is by The Night Patrol (dead) 
and is to be set for the Caulfield Cup to be run 
in October. The New Zealand mare First In (by 
Siegfried) won the main flat race for the second 
successive Saturday. As she had 135 pounds up 
and won as she liked, it is obvious that if she 
maintains her form she will take a hand in the 
Caulfield and Melbourne Cups later in the year. 
She is an old-fashioned type of mare and can stay 
like a bailiff. 

Three months ago Ossie Porter, Melbourne boot 
manufacturer, paid 5,000 guineas for Black Law, 
then a 3-year-old, in Brisbane. The son of Mr. 
Standfast is as black as night and created a fav- 
orable impression when he had his first race in 
Melbourne on Saturday in the Cambria Plate for 
4-year-olds. His owner invested more than £4,000 
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on him and in a grand finish in which the judge 
called for the camera-photo to help him decide, 
Black Law got the verdict by about two inches. 

Black Law is favorite for the Caulfield Cup and 
looks like being very hard to beat in it. Revinach, 
son of the English Derby winner Coronach, won 
a race for 3-year-olds in good style and it was his 
second success for the veteran owner, Eli Phillips. 
Coronach is in New Zealand. 

Australia’s champion race horse, Bernborough, 
is galloping in great style in Sydney in prepara- 
tion for his first race of the new season at Rand- 
wick on August 31. In Sydney yesterday he sped 
over four furlongs in :48, being very wide out 
on the course. The track was not at its best but 
Bernborough obviously is.

The victories of Witch Sir in the Equipoise Mile 
and the Stars and Stripes Handicap, and The 
Dude’s triumph in the Arlington Classic had con- 
ditioned Chicago race-goers to the unexpected, 
but very few had the proper pari-mutuel creden- 
tials on the 36th running of the American Derby. 

There was such an array of talent from among 
the best 3-year-olds of the mid-West and the far 
West that a colt which had finished an unnoticed 
eighth in the Dick Welles Handicap, his only pre- 
vious stakes race of the year, was accountably 
overlooked when probabilities were figured. But 
at the finish it was discovered that Eternal Re- 
ward was quite a lot of horse that day and had 
set a new time record for the race, though it was 
almost a second slower than the track record. 

An all-time level for Washington Park was es- 
tablished when $358,572 was bet on the race. Most 
of it was placed on the Louis B. Mayer entry of 
Honeymoon and Eiffel Tower, because of the 
*Beau Pere filly’s sparkling record on the West 
Coast. She had not been too impressive in win- 
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ning the Drexel Handicap at Washington Park on 
August 15, but she had had more time to become 
acclimated. The brilliant but erratic Spy Song 
was well liked, and scattered support showed for 
most of the other starters, including Revoked, 
which was making the first stakes start of his 
comeback after having been idle since last Sep- 
tember because of a leg injury. 


Spy Song ran to form by taking an immediate 
lead, followed by Air Rate and Revoked. Air 
Rate was through after six furlongs but Spy Song 
led for a mile, when The Dude moved up and as- 
sumed the lead at the head of the stretch. The 
Gaal colt appeared to have the race won, but 
Jockey Robert Campbell, who had piloted Witch 
Sir in his surprising victories, had another climax 
cooking. Up he came with Eternal Reward, past 
With Pleasure, which had advanced to third, past 
Revoked, past The Dude, past the finish line at 
$101.80 to $1, by far the longest price in the field.

Eternal Reward was foaled at Henry H. 
Knight’s Almahurst Farm, in Jessamine County, 
Kentucky. His dam was boarded at the farm by 
the late Mrs. Mars, and subsequently was bought 
by Mr. Knight, who had wanted her for several 
years. Eternal Reward was purchased from Mr. 
Knight as a yearling for $3,500 by Kirby Ramsey, 
Louisville horseman who has been obliged to cur- 
tail his activities in the last year or so because of 
ill health. Ramsey in turn sold him at two to 
August and Nahm for $12,000. This partnership 
is made up of Louis Augustus, who has an agency 
for automobile trailers, and Charles (Jack) Nahm, 
an insurance broker. Both of the men are from 
Louisville and Ramsey sold them their first race 
horse about two years ago. 

The partners were at Washington Park for the 
Derby and saw Trainer Chester Hall, also of 
Louisville, saddle the winner. Eternal Reward 
had won two allowance races at Arlington-Wash- 
ington Parks this summer. In the 1%-mile Mar- 
tingale Purse at Washington Park on August 19, 
viewed as a prep for the Derby, he had finished 
third to Spy Song and Eiffel Tower, had beaten 
Mighty Story. 

Victory of the unheralded Eternal Reward re- 
ealled a similar occurence in 1930, when J. A. 
Best’s obscure Reveille Boy won the American 
Derby, beating Gallant Knight and Xenofol. His 
Derby earnings were $51,200, his price in the mu- 
tuels was $113.08 to $2. 

Eternal Reward is a half-brother to Mahmoud- 
ess (by *Mahmoud), winner of the Molly Pitcher 
Handicap this year. His yearling half-brother by 
Grand Slam was sold at the Saratoga Sales on 
August 16 by Mr. Knight to A. G. Robertson for 
$32,500. In 18 starts Eternal Reward has won 
six races, finished second twice, and third twice, 
earned $94,285.

Though neither Little Rollo, the Longacres 
Derby winner, nor *Mafosta, victor in the Speed 
Handicap, was in the money, effervescent Long- 
acres race-goers, who believe that nothing suc- 
ceeds like speed, were not displeased at the out- 
come of the Longacres Mile: Amble In, the win- 
ner, had set a new track record of 1:35, which 
also was a new record for Pacific Coast racing.

The late Jockey George Woolf, who got around 
on horseback with about as much facility as most 
people show in a rocking chair, during his career 
as one of America’s leading stakes riders ac- 
counted for a dozen or so of the most valuable 
events for 2-year-olds. As a tribute to his mem- 
ory the Washington Park management, which had 
intended to call a new 2-year-old feature the 
Freshman Stakes, decided to name it the George 
Woolf Memorial. Some of the mid-West’s lead- 
ing contenders for divisional honors appeared in 
the inaugural running, a companion piece to the 
American Derby in which Woolf had ridden three 
consecutive winners. 

Colonel O’F, which had been scoring near 
misses in important races after taking the Hyde 
Park Stakes at Arlington Park on June 22, got 
up in this one to beat Hubble Bubble by half a 
length. Education, the Washington Park Fu- 
turity winner, was third by a nose, and Grey 
Skies was fourth by a neck. 

Education took the top after the break and led 
into the stretch. Hubble Bubble, a relentless sec- 
ond throughout, gained a brief lead when Educa- 
tion began to slow up, but Colonel O’F came 
through driving and appeared to be going away 
at the end. 

The Woolf Memorial was the winner’s third 
stakes victory. He won the Lafayette Stakes at 
Keeneland, and the Hyde Park, and was second 
or third in four others. In 11 starts he has won 
five races, finished twice second, and twice third, 
earned $56,875. His pedigree and family partic-

Though Stymie and First Fiddle have not been 
shouldering aside their opposition in the eastern 
handicap division this season as in the past, the 
class has been kept in a ferment by other able 
horses, and little has gone by default. 

One of the most successful performers within 
the group has been George D. Widener’s Lucky 
Draw, which returned to the races this year after 
a twelve-months’ layoff because of leg trouble. 
His zestful comeback was emphasized in the But- 
ler Handicap at Empire-at-Jamaica on July 13 
when he won his first stakes race since 1944 and 
set a new track record of 1:55% for 1%46 miles, 
defeating Gallorette, Stymie, and First Fiddle, 
though in receipt of weight from each of them. 

A week later he beat Stymie again in setting 
anew mark of 2:0145 in the 144-mile Monmouth 
Handicap, and in the Merchants’ and Citizens’ he 
disposed of First Fiddle, among other front- 
rankers, and hung up another new record, on a 
track which had not been at its best. His Mer- 
chants’ and Citizens’ victory was scored directly 
over Polynesian, which had beat him in the 6-fur- 
long Roseben Handicap when he was just return- 
ing to racing. 

Polynesian, sharp after a series of short races, 
was away fast in the Merchants’ and Citizens’ 
and ran the mile in 1:36%, only a fifth slower 
than the track record. But Lucky Draw, which 
had been lying second, stood the heat very well 
and went to the front on the turn, drawing out 
to win by 1% lengths over the pacemaker and set- 
ting a new track record of 1:55%, one-fifth faster 
than Sir Barton’s record of 26 years before. First 
Fiddle made up ground in the stretch but Tryme- 
now was 15 lengths ahead of him for third. 


For the Saratoga Handicap, Eddie Arcaro in- 
stead of Al Snider rode Polynesian, and employed 
the same tactics—to get out in front, and to stay 
there if possible. For a mile his plan was effec- 
tive, and Polynesian sped in :23, :46, 1:10% 
(equaling the track record), 1:36% (again just 
a fifth slower than the record). Then Conn Mc- 


Creary, on Lucky Draw, took over on the far turn 
and his mount drew clear, but Polynesian was not 
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washed up and he gained slightly as Lucky Draw 
passed the eighth-pole in 1:49 (a fifth faster than 
the track record) and went under the wire in 
2:0155, shaving a fifth off the record shared by 
Man o’ War and Sir Barton. Polynesian was sec- 
ond by three-quarters of a length, Stymie passed 
Pavot in the stretch to gain third. 

In 25 starts Lucky Draw has won 12 races, fin- 
ished second four times, and third twice, earned 
$201,640. He is in 41st place on the list of 50 
leading American money winners.

We have great hopes 
for the future for this one—as well-built and as nice-mannered as any youngster in these 
parts. He is our only colt by Jack High, sire of the “comeback horse of the year” Lucky 
Draw, winner of the Butler, Monmouth, and Merchants’ and Citizens’ Handicaps this year, 
and practically $100,000 as a 2- and 3-year-old in 1948 and 1944. He did not race last year. 

The foal is a brother to the winner Merry Fairy and is out of Proud Heart, by Bold 
Venture, sire of the Triple Crown winner Assault. Proud Heart comes from one of the top 
female families in the famed H. P. Whitney stud. She is out of a winning and producing 
sister to Elf, dam of Boojum, Tatterdemalion. Other top horses in this immediate family 
are Twenty Grand, Jolly Roger, Tangled, Borrow, and others. -
